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Our Overseas Trade in January (Page 227) 


Preliminary figures show a substantial increase in 
imports as compared with January, 1935, and the 
monthly average for last year, but a decrease in 
exports. Re-exports were also smaller. 


Wholesale Prices in January (Page 227) 


There was an increase in the average of 0-4 per 
cent. in January as compared with the previous 
month and one of 4 per cent. as compared with 
January, 1935, the index numbers for the three 
months being 91-8, 91-4 and 88°3 respectively. This 
is the sixth successive month of increase and the 
rise since July last is nearly 44 per cent. Food 
prices show an advance of only about 2 per cent. as 
compared with a year earlier, but the January index 
numbers for all articles and for industrial materials 
and manufactures are the highest recorded for any 
month since December and November, 1930, 
respectively. 


Overseas Trade of British India (Page 235) 


Imports in December last showed an increase in 
value of 2-4 per cent. and exports a rise of 13-9 per 
cent. as compared with December, 1934, but there 
was a fall of 28°6 per cent. in re-exports. For the 
first nine months of the trade year 1935-36 increases 
were recorded of 3-8, 5-2 and 11-0 per cent. respec- 
tively.

The average of wholesale prices in January showed 
an increase of 0°4 per cent., as compared with Decem- 
ber and an increase of 4 per cent. as compared with 
January, 1935, the index numbers for the three months 
being 91-8, 91-4 and 883, respectively. This is the 
sixth successive month of increase, the rise since last 
July being nearly 44 per cent. The increase in January 
compared with the previous month applied almost 
equally to food and industrial materials and manufac- 
tures, the rise in food prices being seasonal, but while 
food prices were only about 2 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier, those for industrial materials showed a 
rise of over 44 per cent. The January index numbers 
for all articles and for industrial materials and manu- 
factures are the highest recorded for any month since 
December and November, 1930, respectively. 

The re-grouping of industria] materials and manufac- 
tures (excluding fuel) into basic materials, intermedi- 
ate products and manufactured articles shows an in- 
crease in January, as compared with December, of over 
14 per cent. for basic materials, but slight decreases 
for the other two groups. Basic materials prices had 
also risen in each of the preceding nine months, except 
December, and the index for last month was 144 per 
cent. above that for March, 1935. The index for build- 
ing materials was slightly lower in January than in 
December. Compared with January, 1935, prices of 
basic materials rose by nearly 114 per cent., inter- 
mediate products by rather more than 4 per cent., and 
manufactured articles by about 14 per cent. Building 
materials were about 24 per cent. dearer than in 
January of last year. 

Food prices declined in the first week of January, 
rose during each of the two following weeks, but fell 
again later. Prices of industrial materials advanced 
during the month, but the movement in the second 
half was slight.

As compared with December, there was an increage 
of 2 per cent. for cereals, and a decrease of rather mora 
than one half of one per cent. for meat, fish and eggs, 
while prices of ‘‘ other food and tobacco ”’ in the aggre. 
gate, were practically unchanged. In_ industri] 
materials and manufactures increases were shown for 
five of the eight groups, prices in the wool group rising 
by nearly 3 per cent., and in both the coal and mig. 
cellaneous groups by about 14 per cent. Cotton de. 
clined by about 3 per cent., non-ferrous metals by over 
2 per cent., and ‘‘ other textiles ’’ by about one per 
cent. It may be noted that wool prices have risen jp 
each month since March, 1935, the increase over the 
period amounting to 22 per cent. ; the average of prices 
in January was slightly above that of the base year 
(1930). The index for coal (109-8) is the highest re. 
corded for the group in the present series. Compared 
with January, 1935, prices in the cereals and “‘ other 
food and tobacco ”’ groups were higher by about 8} 
and 4 per cent., respectively, while in the meat group 
they were about 24 per cent. lower. Increases were 
recorded for all the groups of industrial materials and 
manufactures, with the exception of cotton, which 
showed a decline of about 34 per cent. The largest 
increases were in respect of wool (174 per cent.), non- 
ferrous metals (114 per cent.) and ‘* other textiles ” 
(114 per cent.). Coal was 5} per cent., and chemicals 
and oils 4 per cent. dearer in January than a year 
earlier. 


MovEMENT oF Commopity Pricks 


The table on pages 229-30 shows the average 
monthly wholesale prices of 120 principal commodities 
included in the index. 


The quotations for timber hitherto included in the 
index, which have been taken from a trade journal, 
have been found to be relatively insensitive as a record 
of price movements, and for this reason they have been 
replaced by particulars obtained from a trade source. 
It is believed that these particulars represent more 
accurately the basis prices at which business is done. 
The new quotations have been weighted as follows:— 


(1) Average of Building deal, 3 ins. by 9 ins., and 
British Columbian pine, building quality, 
3 ins. by 9 ins.—per standard. 

(2) Building deal, 2 ins. by 4 ins., per standard. 


(3) Average of Tongued and grooved flooring, 1 im., 
Tongued and grooved flooring, % in., and 
British Columbian pine, tongued and grooved 
flooring, 1 in.—per square. 

(4) Average of Matchings, 1 in., per square, and 
Shelving, per standard. 

(5) Average of Tiling battens, per standard, and 
Laths, per bundle. 

(6) Average of Japanese plain oak, and American 
plain oak—per ft. super as 1 in. 

(7) Average of Japanese figured oak, and American 
figured oak—per ft. super as 1 in. 


(8) Honduras mahogany, per ft. super as 1 in. 


Comparing the prices in January with the averages 
for the preceding month, and considering only those 
commodities quotations for which are included in the 
table, increases were shown for most of the cereals. 
English, Rosafé and Canadian wheat were, respec 








tively, 94, 54 and 3} per cent. dearer, and straight- 
run and imported flour 34 and 1} per cent. dearer. 
British feeding and Californian malting _ barley 
advanced by 4 and 34 per cent., respectively, but 
English (Gazette average) barley and maize were 
slightly cheaper and rice declined by 2 per cent. In 
the meat group, increases of 94, 84 and 6} per cent., 
respectively, were recorded for Irish, Wiltshire and 
Danish bacon, while hams were 5 per cent, cheaper. 
Small increases were shown for English, Argentine 
chilled (fores) and Australian frozen beef, but Scotch

beef declined by 4 per cent. and Argentine chilled 
(hinds) by 2 per cent. Lamb was 44 per cent. dearer, 
while pork and Scotch mutton were cheaper by 534 and 

per cent., respectively. There was a seasonal 
decrease (74 per cent.) in the price of Danish eggs. 
Among other foods, New Zealand butter was 4 per 
ent, dearer, but Danish butter declined by 3 per cent. 
and English by 2 per cent. New Zealand cheese and 
tea each advanced by 24 per cent.; there was a small 
increase for cocoa, while coffee was 34 per cent. 
cheaper. Potatoes on the London market were 10 per 
cent, dearer. 


Of the industrial materials and manufactures in- 
cduded in the table, household coal again advanced, 
the average prices of Yorkshire hards and Nottingham 
best brights rising by 4 and 34 per cent., respectively, 
and Lancashire best house by about 14 per cent. In 
the iron and steel group, the only changes were in- 
eases Of 44, 8 and 14 per cent., respectively, for 
heavy melting scrap, galvanised fencing wire and gal- 
yanised corrugated sheets, while of the non-ferrous 
metals lead, tin and zine declined by 8, 44 and 34 per 
eent,, respectively. Decreases were recorded for all 
the cotton items, the largest being in respect of sheet- 
ings (5 per cent.), American cotton (43 per cent.), and 
Egyptian yarns (34 per cent.). In the wool group 
prices were all higher, raw wool and noils advancing 
by 6 per cent., merino and crossbred Colonial tops by 
4and 84 per cent., respectively, and yarns (8 skeins, 
solid shades) by 44 per cent. Of the other textiles, 
jute declined by nearly 3 per cent. In the chemicals 
and oils group, palm kernel oil rose by 64 per cent. and

sulphate of ammonia was a little dearer, while small 
decreases were shown for paint and soya oil. Among 
the miscellaneous items, calfskins, ox and heifer hides, 
goatskins and cowhides advanced by 8, 4, 3 and 2 per 
cent., respectively; rubber was 7 per cent. and 
chemical wood pulp (kraft) 6 per cent. dearer. 


With regard to commodities, the prices of which are 
included in the compilation of the index but are not 
shown in the accompanying table, important variations 
in the food groups were increases of 194 and 16} per 
cent, for potatoes (Birmingham market) and onions, 
and decreases for oranges (274 per cent.) and apples 
(144 per cent.), while for English eggs there was a 
seasonal decline amounting to 20 per cent. The only 
outstanding change among the industrial materials and 
manufactures not included in the table was an increase 
of 16 per cent. for waste paper. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for January 
with those relating to December shows 70 increases 
and 48 decreases, articles of food accounting for 34 of 
the former and 25 of the latter. Of the 34 increases for 
food, 23 were of less than 5 per cent., 9 were of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 2 were of between 15 
and 20 per cent. Of the 25 decreases for food, 19 were 
of less than 5 per cent., 3 were of between 5 and 10 
per cent., and 3 amounted to 144, 20 and 27 per cent., 
respectively. 


The averages for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures show 36 increases, 28 of which were under 5 per 
cent., 7 of between 5 and 10 per cent., and one of 
16 per cent.; there were 23 decreases, 21 being under 
5 per cent. and 2 of between 5 and 10 per cent.

KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 
OPTICAL COLORIMETERS

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


STUFFING MATERIAL FOR UPHOLSTERY, 
MATTRESSES, ETC, 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Addi- 
tional Import Duties No, 2 Order, 1936 (S.R. & 0,, 
1936, No. 62), imposing as from Wednesday, Feb. 
ruary 12, 1936, an additional duty on stuffing material 
for upholstery, mattresses, etc., if consisting wholly or 
partly of artificially curled animal hair, and if of a 
value not exceeding 68s. per cwt. The new duty 
chargeable is of such a rate as with the general ad 
valorem duty will amount to the difference between 
the value per ewt. of the goods and 75s. per ewt,. 


In their Report, the Committee state that, generally 
speaking, the existing rate of duty on curled hair 
affords adequate protection to the home manufac. 
turers, but that the latter have recently been experi- 
encing severe competition from second-hand hair im- 
ported at very low prices. The duty will affect little, 
if any, new hair.

The Uruguayan Government shall take such steps, 1” 
consultation with the Government of the United King- 
dom, as may be necessary, whether by the requirement © 
certificates issued by a United Kingdom Chamber of 
Commerce or otherwise, to ensure that exchange is made 
available in accordance with Article 7 of the present 
Agreement, only for (a) goods which are the produce 
manufacture of the United Kingdom. .. . As regards 
piece-goods of cotton and/or artificial silk, the 
Uruguayan Government will arrange that only goods 
which have been spun, woven and finished in the United 
Kingdom shall be deemed to be goods, the produce oF 
manufacture of the United Kingdom, for the purpose 
of this Article. 
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In pursuance of the foregoing provisions, so far as 
they relate to piece-goods of cotton and/or artificial 
ilk, Regulations have been promulgated by the com- 

tent authorities in Uruguay, a translation of which, 
furnished by H.M. Representative at Montevideo, is 
iven below. These Regulations are to be applicable 
io shipments of the textiles concerned from the United 
Kingdom to Uruguay which are effected on and after 
February 15, 1936. 


Traders interested should apply direct, for further 
information, to one of the Chambers of Commerce 
mentioned in paragraph (b) of the Regulations. 


REGULATIONS 


(a) Imports of piece-goods of cotton and/or artificial 
ilk from the United Kingdom will be granted ‘‘ free 
gntrolled ’’ exchange when they are accompanied by 
a certificate to the effect that they have been spun, 
yoven and finished in the United Kingdom. 


(b) This certificate may figure on the commercial 
invoice itself (either on the original or one of the 
copies) and may be issued by the following Chambers 
of Commerce: Belfast, Bradford, Derby, Exeter, 
Glasgow, Great Yarmouth, Huddersfield, Hull, Leeds, 
Leicester, Liverpool, London, Manchester, Norwich, 


Nottingham. The above list may be amplified or 
modified. 
(c) Import licences for piece-goods shipped in 


United Kingdom ports that do not bear such a certifi- 
cate owing to the fact that they come from other 
countries, will only be authorised when a declaration 
is made as to the country of origin, so as to enable the 
imports to be assigned to their respective quota. 


PROBLEM OF METALLIC WEAR

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DETERIORATION OF COLLIERY WINDING 
ROPES 


The Wire Ropes Committee of the Safety in Mines Re- 
search Board has been conducting investigations into the 
gradual deterioration of wire ropes in service and the con- 
ditions at the point of fracture of ropes broken in service. 

A preliminary report on this research under the title of 
‘* The Deterioration of Colliery Winding Ropes in Service ” 
was published in 1928 (S.M.R.B. Paper No. 50); this has 
been out of print for some time. A further Paper under 
the same title (S.M.R.B. Paper No. 94) has just been pub- 
lished, covering the work of the Committee on this subject 
up to the present time, and incorporating the more 
important features of the earlier Paper.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1935 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
December, 1935, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed decreases in the values of imports, exports and re- 
exports, states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner at Calcutta from the Director-General of Com- 
mercial Intelligence and Statistics. The value of imports 
of private merchandise totalled Rs. 10,60 lakhs, a decrease 
of Rs. 2,16 lakhs as compared with the preceding month. 
Exports of Indian produce and manufactures decreased by 
Rs. 85 lakhs from Rs. 14,22 lakhs in November, 1935, to 
Rs. 13,37 lakhs in the month under report. Re-exports fell 
by Rs. 13 lakhs and amounted to Rs. 35 lakhs. The com-

Imports of rice, in the 
husk, also fell by 20,000 tons to 6,000 tons in quantity and 
by Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 3 lakhs in value. Sugar, 16 D.S. and 
above (including beet), increased by 8,500 tons to 26,100 
tons in quantity and by Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 24 lakhs in value. 

Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil declined by 
0-1 million gallons to 8-4 million gallons in quantity, but 
the value rose by Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 31 lakhs. Imports of 
mineral oils other than kerosene advanced from 10-6 million 
gallons to 22-4 million gallons in quantity, but the value 
fell from Rs. 27 lakhs to Rs. 26 lakhs.

Under cotton piece- 
goods, grey goods rose from 10-2 million yards to 22-0 million 
yards in quantity, and from Rs. 15 lakhs to Rs. 29 lakhs 
in value; white goods, however, fell from 21-5 million yards 
to 13-7 million yards in quantity and from Rs. 41 lakhs to 
Rs. 27 lakhs in value; coloured goods also declined from 27-7 
million yards to 20-1 million yards in quantity and from 
Rs. 56 lakhs to Rs. 37 lakhs in value.

Compared with December, 1934, exports of food, drink 
and tobacco in December, 1935, advanced by Rs. 21 lakhs 
to Rs. 2,94 lakhs. Shipments of tea increased by 1-3 million 
Ibs. to 35:9 million Ibs. in quantity and by Rs. 18 lakhs to 
Rs. 2,19 lakhs in value. Fruits and vegetables showed an 
increase of Rs. 3 lakhs from Rs. 6 lakhs in December, 1934, 
and stood at Rs. 9 lakhs in December, 1935, dried fruits 
being responsible for the larger shipments. Exports of rice, 
not in the husk, fell from 55,900 tons to 45,700 tons in quan- 
tity, but the value increased slightly to Rs. 41 lakhs. Ship- 
ments of wheat also declined from 421 tons to 192 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 51,800 to Rs. 26,300 in value. Ship- 
ments of gram declined from 1,100 tons to 500 tons in quan- 
tity and from Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 54,000 in value. Barley 
experienced a sharp fall from 1,105 tons, valued at 
Rs. 78,000, to only 5 tons, valued at Rs. 400. Exports of 
raw tobacco fell by 3,000 lbs. to 1,831,000 Ibs. in quantity, 
but the value rose from Rs. 4,29,000 to Rs. 4,48,800 in 
December, 1935. 


Raw materials and produce exported increased by Rs. 1,08 
lakhs to Rs. 6,87 lakhs. Under this group shipments of raw 
cotton advanced from 42,100 tons to 44,100 tons in quantity 
and from Rs. 2,29 lakhs to Rs. 2,49 lakhs in value. Of the 
total shipments of 44,100 tons, Japan, the largest purchaser, 
took 27,900 tons, or 63 per cent.; the United Kingdom, 
5,000 tons, or 11 per cent.; Belgium, 2,300 tons; France, 
1,900 tons; Germany, 1,800 tons; Italy, 1,100 tons; the 
United States and Spain, 1,000 tons each; and Poland, 500 
tons. Consignments of raw jute increased from 89,200 tons 
to 99,300 tons in quantity, and from Rs. 1,27 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,84 lakhs in value. Exports of lac fell from 46,400 
ewts. to 46,100 cwts. in quantity and from Rs. 26 lakhs to 
Rs. 15 lakhs in value. Dispatches of groundnuts advanced 
from 18,500 tons to 29,800 tons in quantity and from Rs. 24 
lakhs to Rs. 46 lakhs in value. Linseed advanced slightly in 
quantity from 14,627 tons to 14,666 tons and in value from 
Rs. 173 lakhs to Rs. 194 lakhs. Rapeseed rose from 1,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 1 lakhs, to 2,000 tons, valued at Rs. 3 lakhs. 
Castorseed decreased considerably from 8,000 tons to 1,000 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 10 lakhs to Rs. 1 lakh in value.

Exports of raw skins improved from 1,500 tons, valued at 
Rs. 194 lakhs, to 1,800 tens, valued at Rs. 253 lakhs. Raw 
hides showed a decline of 300 tons in quantity and of Rs, ] 
lakh in value. Exports of raw wool improved from 2.8 
million lbs., valued at Rs. 11 lakhs, to 3-1 million lbs., valued 
at Rs. 14 lakhs. Exports of teak wood also improved from 
2,600 c. tons to 4,500 c. tons in quantity and from Rs, 5 
lakhs to Rs. 8 lakhs in value. Exports of manganese ore 
rose from 55,000 tons to 59,000 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs in value. Wolfram ore advanced 
from 674 tons to 797 tons in quantity, but the value fel] 
from Rs. 15 lakhs to Rs. 10 lakhs. There was a remarkable 
improvement under raw rubber from 2-2 million Ibs. to 4-4 
million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 6 lakhs to Rs. 12 lakhs 
in value. Oilcakes dropped from 31,000 tons to 26,000 tons 
in quantity and from Rs. 18 lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs in value, 
There was a noticeable increase under raw hemp, which 
stood at 88,000 ewts., valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, as against 46,000 
ewts., valued at Rs. 4 lakhs, in December, 1934. 

Exports of manufactured goods increased by Rs. 34 lakhs 
to Rs. 3,40 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth shipped in- 
creased from 80-2 millions to 96:3 millions and from Rs. 84 
lakhs to Rs. 97 lakhs in value. Gunny bags fell in number 
from 43-1 millions to 40-1 millions and from Rs. 1,03 lakhs 
to Rs. 92 lakhs in value. Exports of tanned hides rose by 
444 tons in quantity and by Rs. 64 lakhs in value, and those 
of tanned skins by 117 tons in quantity and by Rs. 6 lakhs 
in value.

The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 41 
per cent. in December, 1934, to 38 per cent. in December, 
1935, and in exports from 36 per cent. to 35 per cent. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under report were 10, 15 and 5 per cent., respectively, 
under imports, and 3, 14 and 10 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India and 
cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of December, 1936, 
amounted to 692,000 and 626,000, respectively. The corre- 
sponding figures were returned at 771,000 and 750,000 in 
November, 1935, and 673,000 and 656,000 a year before.

Although one of the smaller Canadian industries, the 
manufacture of leather gloves and mitts is one of consider- 
able importance, in that it provides about 90 per cent. of 
the total leather gloves, mittens and gauntlets used annually 
in Canada. The total value of production in 1934 was 
3,643,854 dollars—the highest value recorded for any year 
since 1930. 
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The number of works was 46, employing 1,760 persons,

APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples between January 23 and 29 
to various United Kingdom and Continental ports : —29,820 
barrels, 13,610 boxes and 110 half-barrels. Canadian apple 
exports during the current shipping season down to Janu- 
ary 17 totalled 1,165,935 barrels, 35,243 half-barrels and 
1,882,702 boxes, as compared with 826,798 barrels, 42,864 
half-barrels and 1,517,574 boxes during the corresponding 
period last year. 





The Principal Collector to H.M. Customs, Colombo, states 
that imports into Ceylon in December last amounted jg 
value to Rs. 20,241,000, as compared with Rs. 20,451,000 in 
December, 1934; while domestic exports were valued at 
Rs. 18,828,000, as against Rs. 18,954,000, and re-exports at 
Rs. 2,196,000, as compared with Rs. 1,970,000, The totals 
for the year 1935 were:—Imports, Rs. 227,501,000, as 
against Rs. 216,996,000 in 1934; domestic exports, Rs, 
230,041,000 (Rs. 241,193,000), and re-exports, Rs. 22,174,000 
(Rs. 22,006,000). The chief increases in imports were under 
the heads “‘ grain and flour ’’ and in exports under ‘“‘ other 
food and drink ’’ (i.e. tea). 

As compared with December, 1934, the value of imports of 
food, drink and tobacco decreased by Rs. 265,000 to Rs, 
8,979,000 in December, 1935. Raw materials increased by 
Rs. 1,684,000 to Rs. 3,461,000, and manufactured articles 
declined by Rs. 1,618,000 to Rs. 7,798,000. The chief in. 
creases were:—Rice, + Rs. 392,000; coal, + Rs.286,000; 
fertilisers, + Rs. 691,000; liquid fuel, + Rs. 658,000, and 
cotton piece-goods, + Re. 146,000. Declines were recorded 
in the cases of cured fish and maldive fish, — Rs. 423,000; 
sugar, — Rs. 163,000; petrol, — Rs. 636,000; and kerosene 
oil, — Rs. 519,000. 


Export TRADE 


By comparison with December, 1934, the value of exports 
of food, drink and tobacco rose by Rs. 2,284,000 to 
Rs, 12,788,000 in December, 1935. Raw materials declined 
by Rs. 2,440,000 to Rs. 5,908,000, and manufactured articles 
increased by Rs. 31,000 to Rs. 133,000. Exports of tea 
advanced by Rs. 2,106,000 and of coconut products by 
Rs. 540,000. On the other hand, exports of rubber fell 
by Rs. 2,634,000. 


CYPRUS 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


_ Weather conditions continued mild and suitable for carry. 
ing on cereal and other midwinter sowings such as cumin 
and broad beans. Ground frost was practically absent and 
there were few rainy days. The rainfall in December was 
much below the average for the month. 

Wheat sowing continued throughout the month and is 
now nearing completion; germination is excellent; stocks 
are still available in good quantities. Barley sowing is 
completed and development is very satisfactory ; stocks are 
depleted. Sowing of oats has continued ; stocks are limited. 

Owing to excellent weather and soil conditions potato 
lifting has continued; export took place to Egypt and 
Palestine. Practically all the remaining stocks of onions 
were exported during the month. 

Cotton ginning, baling and export continued. Flax 
scutching continued at Paphos; sowing of the new crop was 
general. Ground for new crop aniseed is under preparation 
but the area sown will be limited. Cumin sowing has com- 
menced; reports indicate that a large area will be put to 
cumin this year; large stocks of last year’s crop, for which 
there is poor demand, are still in the hands of the farmers. 

Citrus groves are in excellent condition ; export of oranges 
continued, but with a rather slack market which is unusual 
for the time of year. There are practically no lemons avail- 
able for export. 

Setting of carobs is good, and a good crop year is 
expected. The olive crop is now stored as olive oil or 
pickled black olives. Tobacco seed beds are prepared and in 
some cases sown; it appears that the area to be cultivated 
will be very limited.—Government of Cyprus Information 
Office in London. 


NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1935 


The value of exports during October last, £2,845,950, was 
higher than in the same month of any year since 19%, 
states the Monthly Abstract of Statistics, compiled in the 
Census and Statistics Office, Wellington. Exports of butter 
totalled 242,723 cwts., an exceptionally heavy quantity 
for an off-season month. The aggregate export value was 
£1,469,680, or 51-6 per cent. of the total value of exports 
during the month. The favourable London prices no doubt 
stimulated the export of butter. Exports of cheese showed 
an increase in both quantity and value over September, but 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


not to the same extent as is observed in the case of butter. 
Other main export commodities show—as is normal for 
Qctober—lower exports than in September. 


The value of imports during the month under review was 
£3,602,646, so that external trading in commodities during 
that month resulted in an excess of imports to the value of 
£756,696. In October, 1934, the-excess of imports was 
£1,354,060, an exceptionally high figure. On this occasion, 
although the value of imports is higher than in October, 
1934, exports are substantially in advance of October, 1934, 
thus reducing the import balance. 


The value of the total external trade was £6,448,596, the 
highest October figure for some years past. It is noteworthy 
that the seasonal slackening in exports during 1935 has 
been considerably less than normal.

There was a rise in imports from Australia, Brazil, 
Bulgaria, Canada, China, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Greece, 
British India, Lithuania, Portugal and Switzerland, but a 
fall in those from all other foreign countries separately 
classified in the returns, amounting in the case of Germany 
to 488 million frs. and the United States to 416 million frs.

The returns for the month of December, therefore, show 
an active balance of 4:0 million pengés, as against 15-1 
nillion pengés in the previous year. 

The total imports in the year 1935 amounted to 398-4 
nillion pengés, as against 344-9 million pengés in 1934, 
while exports aggregated 458-8 million pengés and 404-2 
million pengés respectively. Foreign trade figures show, 
therefore, a considerable increase in both directions in 1935, 
imports having increased by 53-5 million pengds, about 15 
per cent., and exports by 54-6 million pengjs (13 per cent.), 
as compared with the 1934 figures. | 

The year 1935 shows a considerable increase in the im- 
port of maize, clover, pig and scrap iron, polished rice and 
passenger motor cars, whereas there was a decrease in the 
case of crude oil, coal, hewn and sawn timber. Exports 
show an advance in lard, bacon, live pigs, fresh and pre- 
pared meat, also iron semi-manufactures, iron goods, 
machines and apparatus. On the other hand, there was a 
decrease in the exports of wool, bed feathers, and electrical 
apparatus.

NORWAY 


FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER AND THE 
YEAR 1935 


(From the British Legation) 
Osxo 

According to official statistics, Norway’s foreign trade in 
December showed an excess of imports over exports of 
27-3 million kroner. During the month in question exports 
amounted to 60-1 million kr. and imports to 87-4 million kr., 
as compared with 54-5 and 64-1 million kr. in December, 
1934. 


The total value of Norway’s exports in the year 1935 was 
605-1 million kr., that of her imports 820-8 million kr. The 
corresponding figures for 1934 were 578-3 and 737-2 million 
kr. The excess of imports over exports in 19385 was 215-7 
million kr. and in 1934 158-9 million kr. 


The values of exports of canned goods, paper, skins and 
hides, metals, and fats and oils rose considerably during 
1935. In spite of some improvement during the last months 
of the year, exports of cellulose and artificial fertilisers show 
a large decrease for the year as a whole. 


As regards imports, the chief increases were in respect of 
ships and machinery, minerals, crude and semi-manufac- 
tured, manufactured minerals, metals, raw and semi-manu- 
factured, manufactured metals, textiles, grains, and fats 
and oils. The groups of commodities which may be classified 
under raw materials for industrial production thus show the 
strongest increase.

UNITED KINGDOM-HUNGARY 
PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade announce that an Agreement for the 
payment of trade debts has been concluded with the Hun- 
garian National Bank and came into force on February 1. 
The main provisions of the Agreement are set out below and 
the full text will shortly be published by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 


The Agreement was accompanied by an exchange of letters 
between H.M. Minister at Budapest and the Hungarian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, in which the Hungarian 
Ministry of Commerce undertook to arrange in consultation 
with the British Legation that licences for imports from 
the United Kingdom should be issued in such a manner as 
would enable sterling available for current trade to be fully 
employed and to be distributed in reasonable proportions 
between different classes of goods. The Hungarian Ministry 
of Commerce also undertook to have full regard to the 
seasonal character of certain trades. 


The attention of traders is particularly drawn to Article 
2 (2), which provides that after March 1 the Hungarian 
National Bank, before allocating sterling for the payment 
of goods exported from the United Kingdom to Hungary, 
will require the delivery of certificates of origin to the 
effect that these goods are the produce or manufacture of 
the United Kingdom. 


ARTICLE 1 


(1) The Hungarian National Bank will, each month as from 
February 1, 1936, allocate the sum of £6,000 for the payments of 
debts due prior to November 1, 1935, to persons in the United 
Kingdom from persons in Hungary in respect of goods imported 
into Hungary, 

(3) The above-mentioned debts will be ne in the following 
order of priority :—(i) debts in respect of goods imported into 
Hungary prior to June 6, 1933; (ii) debts in respect of goods so 
imported between June 6, 19338, and December 31, 1934, and 
(iii) debts in respect of goods so imported on or after Janu- 
ary 1, 1935, which fell due before November 1, 1935. 


(4) Within each of the above three categories debts will be 
dealt with in the chronological order of the dates on which they 
respectively fell due (so far as possible) ; viz., first, debts of £100 
or under will be paid in full, and £100 will be paid in respect 
of each debt over £100; and thereafter the outstanding balances 
of debts also in the chronological order aforesaid.

UNITED KINGDOM—HUNGARY—Continued 
ARTICLE 2 


(1) As from February 1, 1936, the National Bank will allocate 
every month for current trade between the United Kingdom and 
Hungary (i.e., for the payment of debts falling due on or after 
November 1, 1935, to persons in the United Kingdom from 
persons in Hungary in respect of imports from the United King- 
dom into Hungary), an amount in sterling (hereinafter referred 
to as the “‘ primary sterling quota ’’) equal to 60 per cent. of 
the sterling obtained during the preceding month by the National 
Bank from exports from Hungary to the United Kingdom ; pro- 
vided that, during any period of three months, the amounts to 
be allocated by the National Bank may be reduced by deductions 
(the total of which shall not exceed one-quarter of the three 
“ primary sterling quotas’ for that period) in respect of pay- 
ments made for imports into Hungary from the United King- 
dom by ‘‘ self-compensation,”’ (i.e. by persons in Hungary who 
have special licences to use foreign exchange derived from their 
own exports of Hungarian goods). 


(2) In paragraph (1) of this Article the words ‘‘ imports from 
the United Kingdom ’’ mean imports of goods the produce or 
manufacture of the United Kingdom. As regards goods ex- 
ported from the United Kingdom after March 1, 1936, the 
National Bank shall require the delivery of certificates to the 
effect that the goods are goods the produce or manufacture of 
the United Kingdom. These certificates shall be issued by a 
Chamber of Commerce or other competent authority in the 
United Kingdom and shall be delivered to the National Bank 
before the sterling is allocated in the case of goods to be paid 
for out of sterling allocations, and as soon as possible after the 
import of the goods in the case of goods paid for through “ self- 
compensation ’’ transactions. The National Bank will note on 
each certificate the amounts of sterling so allocated or, in the 
case of goods paid for through “‘ self-compensation ’’ transac- 
tions, the amounts of sterling paid and the dates of the alloca- 
tions or payments, and transmit the certificates to the British 
Legation at Budapest. 


(3) If during any period of three months the amount of the 
sterling obtained by the National Bank from the proceeds of 
Hungarian goods exported to the United Kingdom is greater or 
less than 43 per cent. of the value as shown by the “ trade 
statistics ’’ of Hungarian exports to the United Kingdom during 
that period, the “ primary sterling quota,” i.e. the figure of 
60 per cent. referred to in paragraph (1) of this Article shall be 
decreased or increased for the next three months by the amount 
by which the total of the “‘ sterling quotas ”’ for the first period 
exceeds or falls short of 60 per cent. of 43 per cent. of the value 
of Hungarian exports to the United Kingdom, as shown in the 
“* trade statistics ’’ of the said period, so that the ratio between 
the total of the “‘ sterling quotas ’’ and the value of Hungarian 
exports to the United Kingdom as shown by the “ trade statis- 
tics ’’ shal] be maintained unaltered; provided that the provi- 
sions of this paragraph shall not apply unless the amount of the 
sterling so obtained is either greater than 48 per cent. or less 
than 33 per cent. of the value of such exports. For the purpose 
of this paragraph the “‘ trade statistics ’’ shall mean the average 
between (a) the value of Hungarian exports to the United 
Kingdom as shown in the Hungarian statistics and (b) the value 
of imports into the United Kingdom from Hungary as shown in 
the United Kingdom statistics. The expression ‘‘ adjusted 
sterling quota ’’ means the “ primary sterling quota ”’ increased 
or decreased in accordance with this paragraph. The expression 
“* sterling quotas’’ means “‘ primary’”’ or ‘‘ adjusted sterling 
quotas ’’ as the case may be. 


(4) If the total amount of the ‘‘ sterling quotas” in respect 
of any three months exceeds £112,500, one half of the excess 
shall be utilised to increase the sterling allocations for those 
three months, and the other half of the excess shall be allocated 
for the import into Hungary of goods re-exported from the 
United Kingdom; provided that, during each period of twelve 
months, the total amount allocated for the import of such goods 
shall not be such as to reduce to an amount below £450,000 the 
total ‘‘ sterling quotas ’’ for the twelve months in respect of 
goods the produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom. 


ARTICLE 4 


The National Bank will, each month, notify to the British 
Legation iis estimate of the amount of sterling which will be 
available to pay for current trade during the three following 
months in order that the grant of import licences for imports 
from the United Kingdom may be arranged by the Hungarian 
Ministry of Commerce in such manner as will enable the amount 
so available to be fully employed and to be distributed in normal 
proportions between different classes of goods. 


ARTICLE 5 


This Agreement shall come into force on February 1, 1936. It 
may be terminated on the first day of any month, beginning with 
May 1, 1936, by either party giving notice to the other on or 
before the first day of the previous month.

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”? of August 1, 1935 (page 177), the Board of 
Trade have received cabled information to the effect that , 
the Minister of Customs has provisionally determined the 
Australian consumption of plain clear sheet glass for the 
year ending October 31, 1936, at 10,000,000 square feet. The 
United Kingdom quota for the first quarter ending Janu- 
ary 31 was fixed at 265,625 square feet and for the second 
quarter ending April 30 it is being fixed at 303,786 square 
feet, divided into stated quantities according to weight and 
quality.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 11 to 20 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-42 per cent.

The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’? for February 4 contains a 
Decree, dated February 1, which adds ‘‘ Timber in boards 
and planks over 40 mms. and up to 75 mms. thick ’’ (Tariff 
No. 101) to the list of goods subject to the import quota 
system in Spain.

Sampling and Examination of Bituminous Road Mixtures. 


The British Standards Institution has recently published 
British Standard Methods for the sampling and examination 
of bituminous road mixtures. These methods have been 
drawn up to provide.a standard procedure for the examina- 
tion of bituminous mixtures (asphalt and tarmacadam) used 
for road surfacing. They are appropriate for use in con- 
nection with the existing British Standard Specifications for 
hot process rolled and mastic asphalt, for asphalt macadam, 
and for asphalt road surfacing by the cold process. 

Fully detailed procedures are laid down for the taking of 
samples both before the mixtures are laid and also from 
the finished road surface. The methods of examination 
cover a large majority of the methods used for the normal 
testing of road mixtures, including specific gravity, content 
of bituminous matter, water content and mineralogical 
identification of the aggregate. 

Incorporated in this publication is a suggested form for 
a certificate of analysis which has been prepared so that test 
results obtained by using the methods laid down may be 
tabulated in a uniform manner and facilitate comparison. 
This certificate has been drawn up so as to be equally suitable 
for the reporting of examination of asphalt mixtures or tar 
mixtures, and also for use both in works’ laboratories and 
by consulting analysts.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms, 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.
